The  individual  chosen  to  receive  the 
dedication  of  the  1995  edition  of  the 
Lamp  has  worked  diligently  during  the 
past  seven  years  to  make  Lasell  a  lead- 
ing professional  college  for  women.  He 
has  enhanced  the  life  of  every  woman 
who  has  passed  through  the  warm  and 
nurturing  environment  of  Lasell  Col- 
lege. 

Since  he  first  joined  our  community 
in  1989,  he  has  introduced  a  teaching 
method  called  Connected  Learning, 
which  combines  our  classroom  experi- 
ence with  hands-on  training.  With  his 
exceptional  leadership,  Lasell  has  be- 
come a  four-year  college  offering  bach- 
elor's degrees,  as  well  as  associate  de- 
grees, in  a  variety  of  programs.  With  his 
direction,  Lasell  developed  the  1851,  a 
site  on  campus  that  is  home  to  several 
student  activities. 

He  also  furthered  the  relationship  with 


our  two  sister  colleges  in  Japan,  leading 
to  the  development  of  the  Yamawaki  Art 
&  Cultural  Center.  In  addition,  he  has 
brought  the  College  on  to  the  "infor- 
mation and  technology  superhighway," 
by  installing  a  computer  and  telephone 
cabling  system  complete  with  E-mail. 
His  most  recent  contribution  to  aug- 
menting the  Lasell  experience  is  the  de- 
velopment of  a  sports  and  recreation  fa- 
cility. 

A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Man- 
itoba, this  individual  also  received  a 
master  of  arts  and  doctor  of  philosophy 
degree  in  Modern  European  History  at 
the  University  of  Virginia,  and  a  MBA 
from  Boston  University.  He  was  elected 
to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  was  a  Woodrow 
Wilson  fellow. 

In  addition  to  his  responsibilities  as 
president  of  this  historic  college,  he

For  the  past  six  years, 
Lasell  College  has  co- 
sponsored  an  educa- 
tional exchange  pro- 
gram with  two  Japa- 
nese colleges.  Those 
colleges  are  Yama- 
waki  Gauken  Junior 
College  in  Tokyo,  and 
Shinonomi  College  in 
Matsuyama. 
Each  fall,  several  Jap- 
anese students  and 
their  advisor  arrive  at 
Lasell  for  a  month 
long  visit.  The  advi- 
sors stay  at  the  Loft  of 
the  Yamawaki  Art  and 
Cultural  Center  or  the 


Lasell  Inn.  The  stu- 
dents stay  with  Lasell 
College  student  host 
sisters.  While  at  La- 
sell, the  Japanese  stu- 
dents explore  Boston 
and  the  surrounding 
area,  and  learn  Amer- 
ican history  and  cul- 
ture.

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Faculty  and 
Academics 


Academics  has  always  been  the  main  focus 
of  college.  Lasell  offers  a  wide  range  of  pro- 
grams to  choose  from.  The  programs  of  study 
include:  art,  business,  fashion,  human  serv- 
ices, interior  design,  nursing,  physical  thera- 
pist assistant,  exercise  physiology,  hotel  and 
travel/tourism  administration,  early  child- 
hood education,  elementary  education,  open 
studies,  and  liberal  arts/interdisciplinary  stud- 
ies. 

All  of  Lasell's  degree-granting  programs 
combine  the  liberal  arts  foundations  essential 
to  life-long  learning  with  professional  arts 
courses  necessary  for  career  competency. 
These  programs  will  continue  to  offer  stu- 
dents practical  experience  through  intern- 
ships, practica,  clinical  affiliations  and  on- 
site  training,  all  of  which  provide  students 
with  relevant  hands-on  learning  experiences. 

The  faculty  members  come  to  us  with  var- 
ious degrees  from  colleges  and  universities 
such  as  Boston  University,  Boston  College, 
UMASS,  Harvard,  Babson,  Bentley,  and 
Northeastern.  Some  faculty  received  their  as- 
sociates degree  from  Lasell  before  continuing 
on  for  their  Bachelors,  Masters  and  Doctorate 
at  other  colleges.  Here  at  Lasell,  faculty  are 
not  only  seen  in  the  classrooms  and  the  learn- 
ing center,  but  are  also  seen  having  lunch 
with  students,  cheering  students  on  at  sport- 
ing events  or  on  the  court  in  a  friendly  game 
of  Softball  against  the  students.  The  faculty 
play  a  major  role  in  student  life  in  and  out  of 
the  classroom. 


Exercise  Physiology 

This  four-year  program  provides  students 
with  a  broad-based  liberal  arts  foundation 
in  conjunction  with  an  in-depth  under- 
standing of  human  metabolism,  the  car- 
diovascular system,  and  conditioning  and 
strengthening.  The  program  prepares  you 
for  certification  examinations  by  the 
American  College  Of  Sports  Medicine. 

Nursing  (R.N.)  is  one  of  the  oldest  and 
most  respected  associate  degree  programs 
in  New  England,  the  Nursing  program  in- 
tegrates laboratory  sciences,  liberal  arts, 
and  nursing  courses.  Several  renowned 
Boston-area  hospitals  and  health  centers 
serve  as  clinical  sites  for  this  program,  of- 
fering invaluable  exposure  to  leading 
medical  resources.  Throughout  the  Nurs- 
ing curriculum,  classroom  theory  is  rein- 
forced through  its  ongoing  application  in 
clinical  practicum  experiences,  including 
the  actual  core  of  patients  in  a  variety  of 
health  care  settings. 


Physical  Therapist  Assistant  program  is  one  of  only  nine  as- 
sociate-degree granting  programs  in  the  country  currently  of- 
fered at  a  four-year  institution.  Accredited  by  the  Commission 
on  Accreditation  in  Physical  Therapy  Education,  the  program 
prepares  students  to  be  an  integral  part  of  the  physical  therapy 
team.  Physical  Therapist  Assistant  program  includes  course- 
work  in  Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  Life  Span.  In  small  classes 
and  labs  led  by  practicing  specialists,  student's  gain  hands-on 
experience  administering  treatments  and  assessment  procedures 
using  state-of-the-art  equipment. 

ALLIED  HEALTH 
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Based  in  the  fine  arts,  this  associate  degree  program  prepares  stu- 
dents for  continued  study  by  teaching  the  fundamentals  of  art  and 
art  history,  including  the  principles  of  drawing,  design,  and  color. 
Depending  on  your  area  of  interest,  students  may  choose  studio 
electives  in  photography,  painting,  and  drawing.  The  program  of- 
fers several  unique  apprenticeship  opportunities  with  local  Boston 
artists,  along  with  the  chance  to  exhibit  your  work  with  that  of 
your  contemporaries  at  Lasell's  Yamawaki  Art  and  Cultural  Cen- 
ter. 

Interior  Design 

The  field  of  interior  design  calls  for  visionaries  who  can  bring  a 
strong  balance  of  creativity  and  technical  expertise  to  the  work- 
place. The  Interior  Design  program  prepares  students  to  answer 
that  call  by  equally  focusing  on  conceptual  thinking  and  technical 
proficiency.  Structured  to  provide  training  for  residential  and  com- 
mercial designers,  the  program  includes  courses  in  architectural 
drafting,  technical  drawing,  and  3-D  design,  as  well  as  coverage 
of  textiles,  lighting,  and  furniture.

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GROUND  BREAKING  FOR  NEW 
RECREATION  CENTER 


Newton  Mayor  Thomas  Concannon  joined  Alderpersons  Polly  Bryson  and  Richard  McGrath, 
Lasell  President  Thomas  E.J.  de  Witt  and  members  of  the  Lasell  community  on  the  Lasell  College 
campus  April  25,  1995,  to  help  break  ground  for  the  institution's  new  recreation  center,  the  first 
building  to  be  constructed  on  the  college's  50-acre  campus  since  1972. 

The  center  is  being  financed  by  a  25-year  bond  issue  which  received  an  investment  grade 
rating  from  Moody's  Investors  Service,  "the  first  such  rating  in  history  for  a  college  with  an 
enrollment  of  under  a  thousand,"  noted  Richard  Holway.  chairman  of  the  Lasell  Board  of 
Tmstees. 

Under  an  expansive  blue  sky,  on  a  podium  placed  at  the  site  of  the  new  building  behind  the 
Edwards  Student  Center  off  Woodland  Road,  President  de  Witt  spoke  of  the  promise  the  center 
holds  for  enhancing  the  College's  athletic  program  and  supporting  the  institution's  new  four- 
year  baccalaureate  program  in  exercise  physiology.  "The  construction  of  this  building  is  testi- 
mony not  only  to  the  growth  and  vitality  of  Lasell  College  but  to  the  connections  that  the  College 
and  its  neighbors  have  forged  in  such  a  good  way,"  said  Dr.  de  Witt.  He  suggested  that  in  the 
same  way  that  the  College's  Yamawaki  Art 
and  Cultural  Center  has  evolved  as  a  com- 
munity center,  so  too  shall  the  recreation  cen- 
ter. "Neighbors  will  be  invited  to  partake  in 
a  number  of  health  and  wellness  programs 
developed  by  faculty  and  students  in  the  ex- 
ercise physiology  baccalaureate  program, 
which  will  use  the  center  as  a  connected 
learning  site." 

The  17,(X)0-square-foot  recreation  center, 
with  related  improvements  to  the  adjacent 
sports  field,  is  designed  as  two  buildings  tied 
together  by  a  glass  atrium.  The  center  will 
also  include  a  suspended  running  track  and 
fully  equipped  exercise  and  weight  room  as 
well  as  a  dance/aerobics  studio  and  lounge. 
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Some  women  are  born  with  natural 
athletic  ability  and  only  need  to  build 
upon  their  skills  to  perform  to  their 
fullest  potential.  While  at  the  same 
time,  there  are  those  who  first  must 
learn  how  to  spike,  do  a  lay-up,  drib- 
ble or  slide  into  home  before  devel- 
oping to  their  highest  potential.  Lasell 
coaches  work  with  both  groups  to  de- 
velop a  team  of  women  who  work  as 
one  to  achieve  their  goal.  The  players 
learn  that  no  position  is  too  small  and 
everyone's  contribution  is  important. 

Athletes  spend  endless  hours  refin- 
ing their  skills  and  techniques  into 
shining  traits.  A  sports  woman  learns 
determination  and  the  willingness  to 
cooperate  and  accept  criticism.  The 
athlete  needs  to  develop  her  mind  as 
well  as  her  body. 

The  truth  is,  it  takes  everyone  from 
managers  to  players  to  make  a  team 
successful.  Hopefully,  the  players  ar- 
rive at  a  point  where  they  are  willing 
and  able  to  accept  the  responsibilities 
of  their  actions,  whether  it  be  in  vic- 
tory or  defeat.

Alfred  C.  Edwards,  a  beloved  friend  of  Lasell  College  and 
a  distinguished  leader  in  the  pubhshing  world,  died  of 
cancer  at  his  home  in  Natick  on  Saturday,  February  4, 1995. 
He  was  89  years  old. 

"The  Lasell  College  community  has  lost  a  true  friend 
with  the  passing  of  Al  Edwards,"  said  President  Thomas  E.  J. 
de  Witt.  "His  involvement  in  the  College's  development  was 
marked  by  his  keen  insight,  depth  of  commitment,  and 
superb  business  acumen.  His  spirit  of  generosity, 
extraordinary  leadership  abilities,  and  his  clarity  of  purpose 
have  enriched  Lasell  in  the  vitally  important  areas  of 
development,  management,  and  institutional  focus.  His 
commitment  to  the  advancement  of  Lasell  College  conferred 
distinction  upon  the  efforts  of  this  small,  private  institution." 

Mr.  Edwards,  who  prior  to  his  retirement  was  president 
and  chairman  of  Holt,  Reinhart  &  Winston  in  New  York, 
served  as  a  trustee  of  Lasell  from  1968  to  1990  £md  trustee 
emeritus  from  1990  to  his  death.  His  daughter,  Gail  Edwards 
Pocock,  graduated  from  Lasell  in  1967.  The  College's 
Edwards  Student  Center  was  named  in  recognition  of  his 
generosity  in  1975. 

He  was  the  first  among  his  peers  on  the  LaseU  board  to 
be  honored  with  the  LaseU  Bowl  award  in  1973  for  his 
distinguished  leadership  and  meritorious  service  to  the 
College.  In  1975  he  was  awarded  the  Lasell  Medallion  by  the 
College's  Alumnae  Association  for  having  "brought  added 
distinction  to  the  name  Lasell." 

Mr.  Edwards  enjoyed  a  long  and  illustrious  career  in 
book  publishing.  He  was  a  close  friend  of  the  late  poet 
Robert  Frost  and  published  books  by  a  host  of  historically 
significant  individuals  including  the  late  President  Lyndon 
B.  Johnson  and  his  wife.  Lady  Bird  Johi\son,  Gen.  Omar 
Bradley,  diplomat  Bernard  Baruch,  poet  Mark  Van  Doren, 
World  War  II  hero  Audie  Murphy  (To  Hell  and  Back), 
historian  Dee  Brown  {Bury  My  Heart  at  Wounded  Knee),  U-2 
pilot  Gary  Powers,  submarine  captain  Edwin  Beach  (Run 
Silent,  Run  Deep),  as  well  as  publications  like  Field  and 
Stream. 

A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
was  an  All- American  lacrosse  player,  he  also  held  an 
honorary  degree  from  Middlebury  College.  Mr.  Edwards 
was  a  former  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  CBS,  Inc. 

The  family  has  requested  that  gifts  in  his  memory  be 
directed  to  Lasell  College  to  augment  the  Eleanor  T.  and 
Alfred  C.  Edwards  scholarship  fund.  »*•
